A HAPPY AND A PROSPEROUS NEW YEAR. 


CoMPLETE electric cook stoves are being placed in 
several new apartment houses. Each division of the 
stove has a separate heater which may be used without 
the others simply by turning a small switch. At the 
present price of electric current the cost of cooking by 
electricity is a little more than by gas or coal, but 
when the new system comes into more general use the 
price is expected to be reduced. The time will come 
when farmers will light their house, yard and barns 
and do their cooking by electricity generated by wind 
mills and stored in storage batteries. 








WueEN Hamlet inveighed against the law’s delays 
he was not complaining about any condition of affairs 
which was peculiar to Denmark. The dilatoriness of 
legal proceedings is strikingly shown by a case recent- 
ly decided in the Supreme Court of New York City. 
Wm. Green, a 13-year-old boy, brought suit against 
the Metropolitan Street Railroad in 1897, for loss of 
a leg, suing for $50,000. On the first trial the rail- 
road received a verdict; in trial No. 2 the judge dis- 
missed the complaint; the jury disagreed in trial No. 
3; the boy received a verdict for $10,000 in trial No. 
4; the fifth trial the jury were unable to agree, and 
on Dec. 20th the boy was awarded $10,000 damages 
and the company’s lawyers once more took an appeal. 








Tue Manufacturers’ Record, a Baltimore, Md., pub- 
lication, in a recent article in the outlook for 1903, 
states that “Manufacturers of locomotives and of oth- 
er railroad supplies point to the fact that the transpor- 
tation facilities of the country are taxed to their ut- 
most limit as indicative of widespread prosperity 
among producers, and to the disbursements which are 
being made and must continue to be made by railroads 
to meet increasing business as the full promise for a 
maintenance of present activity for at least a year 
longer. There is also an unusual amount of new 
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equipment reported from many manufacturing lines, 
including cotton mills, lumber mills and machine 
shops, while the scarcity of iron and steel and the high 
prices of other material are fair indexes to conditions 
of prosperity on the farms and in the factories of the 
land.” 


MANUFACTURES now form one-third of the exports 
from the United States, a larger proportion than in 
any preceding year. The figures of the Bureau of 
Statistics for the ten months of the year for which data 
are now complete show that manufactures forined 
during that period 32.61 per cent of the total exports 
of the country, while the highest percentage in any 
preceding fiscal year was that of 1900, in which the 
exports of manufactures formed 31.65 per cent of 
the total exports. In no other fiscal year have manu- 
factures formed as much as 30 per cent of the total 
exports. The figures of the ten months now available 
indicate that the total exports of manufactures during 
the calendar year 1902 will reach about $415,000,000, 
or more than in any preceding fiscal year, save in the 
exceptional year 1900, when the total was $433,000,- 
000. 


The Taff ON Dec. 19 a suit of vast importance to 
Vale the industrial world was decided in Eng- 
Decision. jand when the Taff Vale Railway Co. 
received damages of $135,000 on account of alleged 
conspiracy of the Amalgamated Society of Railway 
Servants for bringing about a strike on the road in 
August, 1900. 

Sir Alfred Wills, the justice who summed up the 
case in the king’s bench division of the High Court of 
Justice, added that it was time for a man occupying 
the position he did to have the courage to express his 
opinions in reference to these perpetual attempts to 
shuffle out of responsibility. The evidence, the justice 
said, was absolutely overwhelming that the action of 
the Amalgamated Society of Railway Servants was 
what the law called unlawful conspiracy to molest and 
injure the plaintiffs in their business by unlawful 
means. Justice Wills, in summing up, criticized the 
subtle intricacies of the defendant’s case as the per- 
petual shuffling of cards and the continual production, 
after the manner of an experienced conjuror, of the 
card of non-responsibility, which was contrary to com- 
mon law, common sense and everything else. 

Judicial arbitraments of industrial disputes in this 
country have as a rule been along the line of the in- 
terference by union labor and its sympathizers with 
property rights or the personal liberty. of non-union 
workmen. 

This English decision, however, is sweepingly radi- 
cal and virtually crushes all strikes by legal enact- 
ment. It is an imperative call to labor to stack arms 
and is viewed with great uneasiness by union men 
everywhere. Its equity is, to say the least, dubious. 
Take a parallel case in this country, and the Baers 
and the Markles might mulct their employes several 
millions for “damages” caused by their recent strike 
for living wages. It is very doubtful if any American 
judge would make such a decision as this English 
jurist. If he did popular sentiment would be over- 
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whelmingly against him. Property rights are to be 
respected, but the rights of man are paramount to 
those of vested interests. Strikes are to be deplored, 
but until our legislators establish compulsory arbitra- 
tion tribunals they are the only weapons labor has to 
enforce its demands. Make a union liable for damages 
caused by a strike and you virtually make the work- 
man a chattel of his employer. Commodus, one of 
the bestial creatures that occupied the throne of im- 
perial Rome, once descended into the  gladiatorial 
arena, panoplied in full armor, and butchered a 
wretched serf armed with a leaden spear, the de- 
generate mob frantically cheering this infamous deed. 

We know nothing of Justice Wills. He 
may be an able jurist and he may be an addle- 
pated idiot. He may be correct in his technical inter- 
pretation of English statutes, but a sense of fair play 
must condemn his thrusting the English laborer into 
the industrial arena practically defenseless to do bat- 
tle with the completely armed forces of capital. Grant- 
ed strikes are a serious industrial menace and that 
great interests should not be wantonly jeopardized, 
and granted that neither capital nor labor is always in 
the right, still a sense of equity, a desire for fair play 
inherent in the Anglo-Saxon race—Wills and his ilk 
to the contrary notwithstanding—would clearly indi- 
cate that the state should exercise its sovereign power 
and place both capital and labor on a plane of abso- 
lute equality, meting to each their strict rights without 
fear or favor. After this is done a Taff Vale de- 
cision in Illinois or Ohio would have a different mean- 
ing than it would have to-day. 





RANDOM SKETCHES.

L. A. Bonnet, who is associated with Bonnet & 
Nance, the well known Chicago Heights, IIl., firm of 
stove manufacturers, is, as his friends well know, a 
man of an inventive turn of mind, and he believes that 
there is a possibility for a new machine, which when 
once it gets in operation, will festoon Mergenthaler 
linotype with a beautiful array of cobwebs. Mr. Bon- 
net’s revolutionary idea is one which will enable peo- 
ple to set type with an ordinary typewriter. His 
scheme is further outlined as follows: 

The type of the typewriter striking against the clay 
paper wotld leave its impression. After the writing 
was completed, the sheet of “clay paper” should be 
removed from the typewriter, and placed in a drying 
oven, to free it from all moisture. The paper is then 
ready to receive the melted lead for the electro; the 
method of taking off the lead impression being the 
same as now commonly used in printing establish- 
ments. The idea is to do away with the expensive and 
present ponderous style typesetting machine, which 
takes up considerable valuable space, especially in 
large cities. There would be no need of type and 
leads, with the consequent saving in the cost of same. 
Any stenographer ought to be able to do the work 
of a printer without first serving his apprenticeship. 
Furthermore, the clay sheets could be stored away for 
future use without taking up nearly the space of ordi- 
naty lead electros. Of course, the present style type- 
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writer would require some modifications to conform 
with the requirements necessary. Also some device 
should be provided for uniform indentations, so that 
the electro would present a perfectly smooth type sur- 
face and insure each letter printing distinctly on 
paper. 

If, as has been frequently stated, the press is the 
bulwark of liberty, all the enterprising editor of the 
future will need to do is to go to some convenient 
clay bank, dig a hod of clay, rent one of the Bonnet 
typewriters and secure credit with the paper house. 
He can then ‘typewrite’ his own editorials, roasts of 
the rubber trusts, etc., directly into type, and the cost 
of getting out a paper will be reduced to the minimum.

One 
firm brings out caramel coffee, and a rival counters on 
them with the production of postum cereal. Even the 
labors of stove pattern men in evolving new orna- 
mentation for stoves for succeeding years is dwarfed 
by the strain on the food manufacturers, who feel 
that with each season they must concoct some new 
article that will satiate the acquired tastes for new 
foods that they have so industriously cultivated in the 
past. In this connection the merits of Fred E. Col- 
ville, the botanist of the Department of Agriculture, 
should not be passed by. He has discovered a new 
breakfast food which, with the most extreme modesty, 
he Says is more palatable and more nutritious than 
many of the patent foods now in common use. This is 
indeed the height of diffidence, for to the Philistine 
mind it would be a very dull man indeed who could not 
evolve a semi-digestible compound that could not 
stack up at least at the middle of a heap of prepared 
foods. This new food consists of the prepared seeds 
of the wocas, a yellow water lily growing in southern 
Oregon. The seed hulls are removed and the grain is 
roasted. It is said that this new food tastes like the

outside thermal, hydromatic and thermometric changes, 
the air to be supplied by the blower operated by an 
electric motor or a gas engine with belt attachment. 
All rooms are ventilated as indicated in the accom- 
panying drawings. This blower has a capacity sufh- 
ciently large to change the air in each room to which 
it is supplied, giving to each setting 25 to 30 cubic 
feet of air per minute, allowing each setting 9 square 
feet of floor space. 

The firm installing this apparatus agreed to make a 
test showing the amount of air delivered in each room 
while the blower is in operation, also to furnish a test 
sheet of the amount of air delivered per minute in each 
of the various rooms. 

The building is provided with openings for the 
egress of foul or vitiated air, all ventilating flues be- 
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ing carried through the roof to a height six or eight 
feet above the highest point of the roof. 

The furnaces used in heating this building were No. 
10 long, low furnaces, weighing 6,000 pounds each. 
Each furnace used has about 212 feet of prime radi- 
ating surface and about 50 feet of what may be desig- 
nated as secondary radiating surface. Each furnace 
has about six and two-thirds feet of grate surface. 
The ash pan in this furnace is very wide, 4 feet long 
and 15 inches deep, giving plenty of space for air 
for combustion. 

These furnaces are made on perfect lines for ex- 
pansion and contraction. Each flue is provided with 
register boxes and each face is one-third larger than 
the capacity of the flue. 

Galvanized iron pipes start from the plenum cham- 
ber and run as per plans and connect in flues. The 
galvanized iron used is 24 gauge with double capped 
seams and all joints put together in reference to easy 
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in reality there is very little steel about it, as it is 

principally all cast and wrought iron as far as I can

A CAST VS. A STEEL FURNACE. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Since my letter of Dec. g I have received a cata- 
logue from a steel furnace concern and in comparison 
with the cast furnace I will say the fire pot on the 
steel furnace is 20 inches and the fire pot of the cast 
furnace is 20 inches, and I find the cast fire pot has 
200 square inches more radiation on the cast furnace 
than the steel furnace, as it is two inches deeper. Then 
it has radiating wings, which gives it still more radia- 
tion than the steel furnace fire pot. Then the steel fur- 
nace radiator falls short about 2,000 square inches 
as compared with the furnace, and the fire 
does not travel as far in the steel furnace radiator as 
it does in cast furnace. I call it a steel furnace, while

JEWEL BOAT AND PIN CUSHION. 








Herewith are drawings for a jewel boat or casket 
and pin cushion combined. To construct the boat first 
produce a piece for the keel, g inches long by % 
inches wide. Fold each edge at right angles to the 
bottom of keel, thus each side of this figure being one- 
fourth inch. The ends must be pinched together, as 
the bow and stern of the boat are sharp. The stem is 
to be cut as in No. 1, the stern post as in No. 2. The 
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planking of the boat is No. 26 soft brass or No. 16 
brass wire. If the former is used it must be cut 
twelve inches long by one-eighth inch wide and twist- 
ed. The ribs are No. 14 brass wire or tin strips double 
folded and formed as in the plan of bow and stern 
No. 3. The planking should be soldered to stern and 
stern posts after the ribs have been soldered to the 
keel, and should be about three-eighths inches apart. 
The boat is lined with wine-colored plush, as is also 
the pin cushion below. The pin cushion is to be up- 
holstered to form a cushion. The scrolls are all made 
of soft wire and sheet brass. The oars are made of 
brass, tied with wine-celored ribbon to the netting of 
back of frame. This netting is of fine wire, one-half 
inch web. 





STAR HAT RACK. 





Herewith is full-sized pattern for star hat rack. 
The central part of the diagram is a mirror 10 inches 
high by 16% inches from left to right. The molding is 
not so broad as represented in the engraving and 
stands out 1% inches from the back, and the back ex- 
tends about one-half inch beyond the molding all 
around, forming a vase for it to rest upon. The arms 
or scrolls at the side are 20 inches high and 2 inches 
wide at the top and 2% inches wide at the bottom. A 
band 1 inch wide is soldered on at the edges of these 
scrolls and the crescent-shaped pieces at the bottom, 
making them appear to be an inch thick. The sweep 
of these arms is 8 inches from the outside at lower 
part to the side of the scroll at the bottom end of arm, 
next to the molding. The distance across the frame 
work at the bottom of the mirror and molding is 21 
inches between the side scrolls or arms. The cres- 


cent-shaped piece is 2% inches wide in the middle and

SOLDER FOR ALUMINUM. 
From Herbert J. Harris, Philadelphia, Pa. 

Would like recipe for a good aluminum solder. 

Ans.—The composition of solders for aluminum that 
are generally used is as follows: 80 parts zinc, 12 parts 
aluminum, 8 parts copper ; 88 parts zinc, 7 parts alum- 
inum, 5 parts copper ; 94 parts zinc, 4 parts aluminum, 
2 parts copper ; 90 parts zinc, 6 parts aluminum, 4 parts 
copper, and 85 parts zinc, 9 parts aluminum, 6 parts 
copper. First prepare an aluminum copper alloy which 
is to be mixed with the requisite amount of zinc. Melt 
the copper and then gradually into same the aluminum, 
divided into three or four portions ; mike a perfect mix- 
ture by stirring. After the last of the aluminum has 
been put in, throw in the zinc, and with it some fat or 
resin, then stir the mass rapidly and directly remove 
the crucible from the fire and pour the alloy into iron 
molds, which have been rubbed with benzine or cold tar 
oil.

They are in the coal breakers of Pennsylvania, in 
the shops and stores of Ohio; slaving in California, 
in Maine—everywhere. 

Miss Jane Addams of Chicago, is authority for the 
statement that child labor is increasing more rapidly 
in Illinois than in any other state in the Union. 

It is the shame of America, and an excuse that will 
warrant the situation in this great, wealthy land does 
not exist. 

You cannot blame the children; the fault does not 
always lie with parents, and the employer, with some 
justice, says: “I am confronted by a condition, not a 
theory. I can’t compete without adopting the methods 
of my compeétitor.” 

Some day that must all. be settled. There are 
moral rights that belong to every child born into the 
world. He or she is entitled first of all to health and 
growth unstunted by too much labor ; to happiness ; to 
play times—fresh air, sunshine, all the enjoyments pe- 
euliar to child life; to education—all: the education 
that.the public.schools can furnish, Those things are 
rights, often forgotten, but rights none the less. In 
these days only the well equipped can hope to succeed: 








Success most often attends goods minds and strong 
bodies. 

If the children of now are not given a chance to be- 
come mentally and physically perfect men and women 
a handicap is placed on posterity. It is more than a 
handicap; it is a crime.—Ex.

CHICAGO IRON [IARKET. 

Official notification has been made by railroads that 
the freight rate on pig iron from the Ohio river to 
points North will be advanced 20 cents a ton on Jan. 
1, and will apply on material shipped from that date. 
The present rate is $2.75 from Birmingham to the 
Ohio river, and $1.40 from the latter point to Chicago, 
and when the increase goes into effect, the total freight 
rate will be $4.35. 

Buying of pig iron during the week has been con- 
fined almost entirely to iron for spot delivery. Prices 
have stiffened, and No. 2 foundry is selling at $25.15 
to $26.15. 

There is little interest shown in the market for de- 
liveries in the new year, although all sellers agree that 
prices will advance after the first of January. 

The firmness of the market may be judged from the 
fact that an order for 10,000 tons of No. 2 soft and No. 
3 foundry, for delivery in January, February and 
March, which has been offered several firms in the past 
week, has not yet been placed. 

There is a good demand for high silicon irons, and 
for quick delivery 5 per cent silicon is offered at $29, 
and 8 per cent silicon at $33.50. 

No. 2 foundry and soft for delivery in January and 
February is quoted at $20 Birmingham. For shipment 
after this date, $18.50 to $19 Birmingham is the gen- 
eral range.

MERCHANT STEEL. 


New business is very light, mills not desiring to obli- 
gate themselves further, being sold up for several 
months. Specifications are in good volume. We quote 
mill shipments, Chicago delivery, as follows: Spring 
steel, 2.65c to 2.75c; sleigh shoe, 1.95¢, flat sizes; con- 
cave and convex, 2c; out of store, 2.15c; cutter shoe, 
2.50c to 2.60c; machinery steel, 2.15c to 2.25c, base;

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MERCHANT PIPE AND BOILER TUBES. 
The open weather of the month, permitting building 
operations to be carried on uninterruptedly, has kept 
up the demand for pipe, and the leading producer re- 
ports that the aggregate tonnage placed is large. There 
is a good demand for boiler tubes, and prices are with 
out change. 





RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 

Inquiries from electric roads for standard sections 
are numerous, though the percentage that result in 
orders is small owing to the imability of mills to prom- 
ise delivery before next fall. The demand for light 
rails is brisk, particularly from the South, where track 
building operations are not interfered with by the 
weather. There is a brisk trade in spikes and 
bolts. We quote standard sections, $28; second 
quality, $27; light rails, 45 pounds, $34 to $35; 12 
pounds, $40 to $41, with regular differentials for inter- 
mediate sizes; light rails out of store, $45 to $50. 
Track supplies, mill shipment, are quoted as follows: 
Angle bars, 2c to $2.10c; spikes, first quality, 2.25c; 
second quality, 2.15c; track bolts, 334x334, with 
square nuts, 2.85c to 3c per 100 pounds; with hexagon 
nuts, 3.05c to 3.15c, with usual differentials for other 
sizes.

MICA. 

The importation of mica from Canada and India 
tends to curtail the production of the United States, 
especially the India mica, which can be imported at 
a cost lower than that for which it can be mined in 
this country. There was an increase last year in the 
production of plate mica in North Carolina. The use 
of plate mica sheets for stoves, chimneys, etc., has 
increased greatly, but still more the use of small cir- 
cular disks and rectangular pieces of mica for insula- 
tion purposes and for electrical apparatus.. Ground 
scrap mica is used in the manufacture of wall papers, 
lubricants, etc. Scrap mica, also, arranged on a wire 
net coil and then pressed into proper shape, is used very 
satisfactorily as a boiler tube covering, mica being a 
non-conductor of heat.—Chicago Journal. 
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TIN DEPOSITS IN QUEENSLAND. 





Consul F. W. Goding sends from Newcastle, Octo- 
ber 23, 1902, a newspaper clipping which reads: “A 
considerable amount of attention has lately been paid 
by mining investors to the North Queensland tin 
fields. The Stannary Hill mines are being steadily. 
developed. The shaft on the Ivanhoe mine is down 
300 feet, and the ore body is twenty-four by eighteen 
feet wide. About 1,200 tons are in the ore bins, which 
will bulk nearly 20 per cent. This is the largest stack 
of rich ore that has been seen in one keap in North 
Queensland. The Kitchener shaft has been sunk to a 
depth of 250 feet, and the ore body opened up, without 
encountering the walls, is thirteen by thirty feet, bulk- 
ing about 8 per cent. The site chosen on the Walsh 
river for the Stannary battery and concentrating mill 
has been cleared. Its erection will be immediately 
commenced. The twenty-head battery being erected 
will treat 400 tons weekly, which, with 10 per cent ore, 
should show very handsome profits. The Vulcan 
mine, at Irvinebank, is still on good ore, and last 
month their crushing of 800 tons gave over Io per 
cent of oxide. They are now down about 800 feet. 
About five miles from Coolgarra very rich lodes are 
being developed.”—Bradstreet’s.
